On the critical Powell vote, 225 House members voted 
for the amendment, and 192 against. 
These 225 include 118 
R epublicans, among them most of the party’s House leaders, 
and 77 Democrats. 
The two parties may argue about which one deserves 
the blame for the death of school aid. 
R ut that argument 
bogs down in controversy over other aspects of the bill. The 
real core of the matter is the segregation issue. 
The fact cannot be escaped that 225 House members 
indicated by their votes that they felt the segregation ques­ 
tion is more important than adequate schools. 
lf that is not their view, that is certainly the effect of 
their votes.

Evidently the final record of this session will show, too. 
that a majority in the House thought school construction of 
less importance than highway construction. 
The Powell amendment was an iii-conceived device to 
force great speed on an issue which the Supreme Court 
itself, whatever the judgments on its action, said should be

time and the wisdom of the lower 
federal courts. 
Lawmakers who felt it a personal political necessity to 
vote for such a proposal, or actually believed the measure 
sensible in the light of school needs, and hard political reali­ 
ties. might do well to re-examine the values bv which they 
operate on Capitol Hill.

34 cases 
and two deaths were attributed to 
polio. The suburban total was 27 
cases and one death. Most of the 
cases this year have been report- 
ed from Chicago s West Side. 
Fifteen of the cases this y e a r 
were among children who had re­ 
ceived the Salk antipolio vaccine 
before they were stricken.
